This type- of car can be operated as 
a “One-Man” car, with all the stand 
ard safety appliances, or can be oper- 
ated by two men, motorman and con- 
ductor, the latter being. stationed at 
the rear platferm. The fares are col- 
diected the same as the other staadard 
one-man cars. 

Another car of this type is added 
without removal of the fenders if a 
two-car train is desired. This change 
is made possible by the use of the 
‘car, air and electric couplers, in 
{which the two cars are coupled to- 
jgether, the two air lines are con- 
nected, the control circuit connec- 
tions are made and the bus tines 
carrying power from the trolley on 
the forward car to the motors on the 
rear car are connected, all upon one 
impact of the two drawheads.
